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Foreward 


In the course of the pension reform process, 
which was officially launched when the Government of 
Canada convened the National Pensions Conference in 
Ottawa in the spring of 1981, the Department of National 
Health and Welfare has been engaged in researching the 
problems associated with our retirement income system. 
While a great deal of useful information is available on 
the characteristics of pension plan members, no 
information has been available to date on their income 
levels or ages. This study was undertaken to fill that 
gap.

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Pension Plan Coverage by

Background 


Statistics Canada provides varied information on 
the characteristics of pension plan members. However, to 
date no information has been available on the income 
levels or age distribution of pension plan members. The 
objective of this study is to determine levels of pension 
plan coverage at different levels of earnings, and for 


different age groups. 


Employee contributions to pension plans are tax 
deductible and therefore appear in individual tax returns 
in the records of the Department of National Revenue, 
Taxation. The Tax Analysis Model of the Department of 
National Revenue, Taxation was used as the basis for this 
study. This model is based on a 10% sample of individual 
tax filers. The most recent data available is 1979. 


Methodology 


This study was carried out in two stages. 
Firstly, the Tax Analysis Model was used to determine the 
numbers of people who belong to contributory pension 
plansgatedqitterent levels of earnings, and in different 
age groups. The second stage was devoted to estimating 
the numbers of people who belong to non-contributory 
pension plans at different levels of earnings, and in 


different age groups. 


Members of Contributory Pensions Plans 


To obtain a coverage ratio, the Tax Analysis 
Model was used to determine the number of 
contributors to Registered Pension Plans as a 
proportion of all Canada and Quebec Pension Plan 
(C/QPP) contributors. Since the C/QPP covers 
virtually the entire paid labour force, this ratio 
gives a good approximation of the proportion of the 
labour force that has access to a contributory 
pension plan. These ratios were calculated for 
different age, sex and earnings groups, in both the 


private and public sectors. 


The following definitions were used in compiling 


the data from the Tax Analysis Model: 


Employment Income includes total earnings from 
employment, commissions from employment, tips and 
gratuities, net commissions from self-employment, 
business net income, professional net income, 


farming net income, fishing net income. 


Private sector employees include employees of 
business, Crown Corporations and institutions. 


Self-employed persons are excluded. 


Public sector employees include employees of 
schools, colleges and universities, federal 


government employees, provincial government 


eiployees, municipal government employees. 


(b) Members of Non-Contributory Plans 


Statistics Canada produces data on the number of 
members of non-contributory pension plans*, by sex 
and sector of employment. An income distribution 
and an age distribution of non-contributory pension 
plan members had to be estimated, so that this data 
could be aggregated with the data on contributory 
pension plan members generated from the Tax Analysis 
Model. 


Themadatans trom Statistics Canada includes 
employees of Crown Corporations in the public 
sector, whereas the Department of National Revenue 
includes them in the private sector. The first step 
in estimating the income distribution for 
non-contributory pension plan members in the private 
andepub LEC MSecLOGsSeWwase cO.Makesthesdata son 
contributory pension plan members and 
non-contributory pension plan members comparable. 
The number of male and female non-contributory 
pension plan members in Crown Corporations was 
transferred from the public sector to the private

Secondly, Statistics Canada data on non-contributory

pension plan members were available for the years 
1978 and 1980, and the taxation data on contributory 
pension plan members was computed for 1978 and 1979. 
An estimate of non-contributory pension plan members 
for 1979 was made by performing a linear 
interpolation on the 1978 and 1980 data. 


To estimate an earnings distribution for 
non-contributory pension plan members, it was 
assumed that they were distributed by earnings level 
in the same proportion as contributory pension plan 
members. Thus, the earnings distribution of 
contributory pension plan members obtained from the 
Tax Analysis Model was applied to the relevant 


groups of non-contributory pension plan members. 


There is some evidence, albeit incomplete, to 
indicate that non-contributory pension plan members 
work in higher wage industries than do contributory 
pension plan members. For example, in the private 
sector there are relatively more non-contributory 
pension plan members working in manufacturing, 
construction and transportation industries than 
there are contributory pension plan members. The 
average wage in these industries is higher than the 
industrial composite for all industries. In 
contrast, there are relatively more contributory 
pension plan members than non-contributory pension 
plan members working in the trade and service 
industries. These industries are characterized by 
wages that are on average lower than the industrial 
composite. Unfortunately, this evidence is not of 


sufficient quality to warrant making an alternative 


assumption about the earnings distribution of the 
non-contributory group. Consequently, the estimated 
earnings distributions of non-contributory pension 
plan members is likely to be over-estimated at lower 
earnings levels and under-estimated at higher 


earnings levels. 


The age distribution of non-contributory 
pension plan members was similarly estimated by 
assuming the same age distribution that was obtained 
from the Tax Analysis Model for contributory pension 


plan members. 


Highlights of The Study 


(a) Pension Plan Coverage by Earnings Levels 


The results of the study indicate that 
pension plan coverage increases with the level of 
earnings. Pension plan coverage for males and 
females in both the private and public sectors 
increases from 10.8% of the labour force at the 
lowest income level to 83.7% for those earning 
$30,000 and above (see Table 9). This same trend is 


evident in all the sub-groups that were examined. 


In the public sector pension plan coverage 
was virtually complete for all those with earnings 
above the average wage (about $15,000 in 1979 and 
$14,000 in 1978). Those with earnings below the 
average wage are in many instances casual employees 
Or persons with small contracts who do not belong to 
the pension plan. In total, 84% of males and 74% of 
females in the public sector were members of pension 
plans in 1979 (see Tables 2 and 5). 


On the sotherthand, Gin thes@orivate "sector «in 
1979 only 49% of males and 30% of females were 
members of pension plans. For males, pension plan 
coverage ranged from 10.8% for those who earned up 
to $7,500 (half the average wage) in 1979 to 86.6% 
for those earning $30,000 and more (twice the 
average wage). For females working in the private 
sector, pension plan coverage peaked at 77.7% for 
those earning between $15,000 and $22,500 and 
dropped to 38.6% for those earning $30,000 and 
above. There were, however, only 2 500 females in 
the private sector in 1979 who earned more than 
$30,000. There was a slight increase in pension 
plan coverage for women in the private sector 
between 1978) and 1979 “from 275721vto' 29°)6306rn "some 
97 000 women. Pension plan coverage for males in 
the private sector increased from 47.3% in 1978 to 
48.8% in 1979 or by some 111 000 workers. 


In absolute numbers, the groups with the 
largest number of people who have no pension plan 
coverage are females in the private sector who earn 
less than the average wage, and males in the private 
sector earning up to 1.5 times the average wage. 
(See Chart 1, on page 7). More than 2 million women 
work in the private sector, earning less than the 
average wage and have no private pension protection. 
Similarly, some 1.6 million men earning less than 
the average wage work in the private sector and have 
no pension protection. Another 500 000 men who earn 
between the average wage and 1.5 times the average 
wage in the private sector have no pension 


protection. 
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The Chart clearly demonstrates the "gap" in 
coverage for both men and women at earnings levels below 
1.5 times average wages. The effect of this lack of 
pension protection becomes even more pronounced when one 
considers the mobility of the Canadian labour force and 
the lack of portability between pension plans. The 
numbers of people retiring with significant pension 
income will be even less than the coverage ratios 
indicate since people who leave a job generally forfeit 


their right to a pension. 


An examination of the size of Registered Pension 
Plan (RPP) as well as Registered Retirement Savings Plan 
(RRSP) contributions, shows that males, on average, 
contribute substantially more than females. In 1979 the 
average RPP contribution for males was $1,004 and only 
$715 for women; contributions are slightly higher in the 
public’ sector “than” inthe” prevate “sector, —-o1ma larly, 
males on average contribute more money than females to 
RRSPs. 


However, among labour force members who do not 
contribute to pension plans, in all earnings categories 
females contribute more to RRSPs than do their male 
counterparts. Because there are relatively far more 
female than male RRSP contributors in the lower income 
categories, the average RRSP contribution of all females 
was less than the average RRSP contribution of all males. 
For example, in 1979, in the highest income group 
($30,000 plus) 87 000 males who did not contribute to a 
pension plan contributed $3,516 to an RRSP, while only 
4 500 females who did not contribute to a pension plan 
contributed $4,290 to an RRSP. 


The average RRSP contribution of all females who 
did not contribute to a pension plan was $1,365 in 1979 


compared to the average male contribution of $1,871. 


In summary, there are Significant gaps in pension 
protection. Those most affected by these gaps are women 
who earn less than the average wage and men who earn less 
than 1.5 times the average wage. Further, women, because 
they are concentrated in lower income jobs, save less 


towards their retirement than do men. 


(b) sens ion er PanmsCoverage: by sAgeiGroup 


In almost all the categories of the population examined, 
private pension plan coverage increased with age up to age 
65 and then declined for the 65-70 age group. In both the 
public and private sectors, persons aged 18-24 have limited 
access to private pension protection. In the private 
sector 18-24 year olds have virtually no pension 
protection. In 1979 only 17 percent of those aged 18-24 
in the private sector were members of a private pension 
plan. In the public sector, in the same year, 48% of this 


age group had private pension protection. 


It has been argued that the 18-24 age group does not 
need private pension protection, since people have 40 years 
from age 25 to build up such protection. However given 
emerging labour force participation patterns, particularly 


for women, it is important to build up pension protection 


during any period of participation in the labour force. 
Women generally participate in the labour force at an early 
age, leave the labour force to raise children and are now 
beginning to return to work after they have raised their 
children. Consequently, for women to build up adequate 
pension credits, it is important to have pension protection 


for their early years spent in the labour force. 


In the 25-44 year age group, only slightly over 
half of males and one-third of females in the private 
sector were members of pension plans in 1979, compared to 
90% of males and 80% of females in the public sector who 
were members of pension plans. Males aged 45-64 in the 
private sector have better pension protection; slightly 
over 70 percent were members of pension plans in 1979. 
However females in this age group as in younger age groups, 
are not at all well protected in the private sector; 
Slightly over one third of 45-64 year old females in the 
private sector were members of pension plans in 1979. In 
the public sector, 90 percent of males and 76 percent of 


females aged 45-64 were members of pension plans. 


In the 65-70 age group 53 percent of males and 
40 percent of females in both sectors had pension 
protection in 1979. Again coverage was higher in the 
public sector that in the private sector, 60 percent 


compared to 48 percent of all persons aged 65-70.
